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FOREWORD 


MRS.  WILLIAMS,  an  authority  on  New  England  furniture  and 
glass,  whose  ancestors  pioneered  in  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire,  is  returning  to  England  to  restore  and  occupy  a  fif- 
teenth century  house.  She  will  devote  her  time,  as  well,  to  literary  pursuits 
and  collecting. 

Mrs.  Williams  now  offers  without  reserve  the  entire  furnishings  of 
"Great  Hearth",  her  New  Hampshire  summer  home,  which  comprise  rare 
American,  English,  ami  French  furniture,  including  the  contents  of  a  Louis 
XIII  room. 

A  collection  so  wide  in  scope  ami  variety  of  interest  could  he  found 
only  in  the  actual  furnishings  ot  an  old  house,  gathered  from  sources  that 
follow  the  topography  of  the  country  rather  than  the  "main  roads". 
Mrs.  Williams  has  combined  an  innate  and  accurate  knowledge  with  rare 
artistic  ability  and  good  taste. 

The  hooked  rugs,  home-inspired  examples,  differing  from  the  set 
stamped  patterns  with  oak  leaf  borders  of  a  later  date,  are  especially  rare. 
The  materials  used,  vegetable-dyed  yarns  and  Lindsey  Woolsey,  in  curious 
designs,  bear  no  resemblance  to  "boughten"  patterns  ol  the  Victorian  age. 

Mrs.  Williams  has  included  her  colored  Sandwich  glass,  also  blown 
glass  from  Stoddard,  Wellington,  Keene,  Chelmsford,  and  other  localities, 
a  collection  which  has  newer  been  offered  before.  Her  lace  glass  is  at 
present  on  exhibition  at  the  Brooklyn  Museum.  Among  the  china  offer- 
ings, gay  Spatterware  holds  a  dominant  position,  rivaling  jugs  and  mugs  ol 
historical  interest. 

The  lighting  fixtures  are  indeed  a  revelation,  with  interesting  minia- 
ture courting  lamps  ol  pewter,  and  sconces,  chandeliers,  and  lanterns  ol 
age-softened  tin.  To  the  collector  of  American  folklore,  lithographs  of  our 
Indian  allies  and  enemies  painted  by  Catlin  and  King  will  be  a  novelty. 
Historical  chintz,  needlework  pictures,  ami  applique  bedspreads  furnish 
local  color  and  atmosphere. 

The  collection  is  rich  in  tables  of  curly  maple,  walnut,  and  mahogany, 
with  examples  of  tuck-away,  card,  gate-leg,  and  tavern  types,  of  delicate 
proportions.  The  choice  comb-back  Windsor  chairs  and  settees  represent 
early  and  successful  collecting  days  in  Connecticut.  'T  have  always  had 
cupboard  luck",  says  Mrs.  Williams  in  regard  to  the  many  dressers,  corner 
cupboards,  rat-tail-hinged  hanging,  and  miniature  spice  cupboards.  Among 
the  pieces  ol  English  oak  and  walnut  are  a  pair  of  rare  early  stools  and  a 
line  pair  of  forms. 

The  great  variety  and  quality  of  this  collection  will  pleasurably  sur- 
prise antique  collectors.
